For example, If you have 
a good Income, and yiiur par­ 
ents need assistance, you cunt 
hist paHH your responsibility 
along to the State and expect 
It to take care of them with 
on old age pension. One of the 
new laws provides that adult 
children must contribute to the 
support of their parents If 
they are able, and It such aid 
Is necexaary.
If you haven't got a job, you 

can't go on SRA either, because 
the Legislature decided theri-'s 
plenty of work for everyone able 
to work and cut out all appro­ 
priations for the Relief Admin­ 
istration.

And if you've taken an oath 
to obey the orders of any for­ 
eign government .or official, 
don't try to if« u job on any 
public payroll. You're just nut 
eligible.
All in all. 1284 new laws will 

be written into the California 
Statute books on Sept. 13, many 
of them technical in nature, but 
some of far-reaching importance. 
No new State taxes will be Im­ 
posed, as the Legislature killed 
off all such proposals. On the 
other hand, several hoped-for 
tax reductions will not take 
place, as Governor Olson put the 
skids under the tax saving bills. 

Under a sweeping measure en­ 
acted as part of the national de­ 
fense program, seven: penalties 
are provided for sabotage wr at­ 
tempted sabotage in defense in­ 
dustries and the act allows the 
closing off of property, streets 
and highways where necessary 
to the protection of such indus­ 
tries. Another defense measure 
empowers the Governor to or­ 
ganize and maintain a State 
Guard of not less than 10,000 
persons'to replace the National 
Suard, which has been called In­ 
to active service.

Los Angeles County, under 
the-new reapportiontnent law, 
will get two new Assembly 
districts, while Son Francisco 
and Alamvda counties will each 
lose one. Of three new congres­ 
sional districts created, due to 
the State's growth in popula­ 
tion, two will go to Southern 
California, ami the third to the 
southern vutitrul coast area.

County Tax Rate 
Dropped Cent To

Los Angele.i county taxpayers 
worn assured of a reduced tax 
burden this year as a result of 
action by the Board of Supervis­ 
ors in adopting a rate of 
$1.4627. This rate, reflecting a re. 
Uuction for the third successive 
year, was 1.22 cents below last 
year's rate of SJ.47J9. It 13 a re­ 
duction of 4.73 cent* below the 
$1.51 rate of 1038-29, when the 
successive reductions started.

"These continued reductions 
have been made by operating ef­ 
ficiencies despite fteadlly In­ 
creasing costs for relief," Colonel 
Wayne Alien, chief administra­ 
tive officer, explained. "Since 
1927 bur inescapable costs for 
aged aid, blind aid and orphan 
aid alone have Increased $3, 
517 or 14.5 cents on the 
rate."

Of the $1.4627 i*te. $.7700 will 
be- for chiirily aid and $.6921, 
for all the other governmental 
services. This rate will raise a 
total of $34,900,343 iis against a 
total of $34,169,290 raised by last 
year's rate.

In addition to the general 
county rate, tax bills will include 
a flood control district rate of 
22 cents, the same as last year, 
and a Metropolitan Water Dis­ 
trict rate of 48 cents as against 
49 cents for last year. In unin­ 
corporated areas the special 
county library rate will be 6.25 
cents, the same as last year, 
and the road district rate 6 cents 
as against 5.85 cents of a year 
ago. To this must be added the 
city and school district taxes es­ 
tablished In the various areas,-a» 
well as special district taxes ley 
ied for special .services.
